A plain indication of the intent of the coun- 
cil committee investigating gas rates to make 
the price in Chicago 85 cents a thousand feet 
was given yesterday afternoon at the con- 
clusion of the last hearing. Only the re- 
Quests of two or three members of the com- 
mittee prevented the recommendation to the 
council of such a rate then. Final action Is 
expected tomorrow morning, when another 
meeting will be held. 

An almost equally plain indication was 
given that the gas companies are not dis- 
posed to accept the rate, and that the passage 
of an ordinance fixing such a price will be 
followed by litigation. 

Roger Sullivan, for the Ogden company, 
announced flat footedly that it would not be 
accepted. Attorney Meagher, for the Peo- 
ple's Gaslight and Coke company, ‘said that 
the proposition would have to be leid before 
the directors of the company, 


Meagher’s Figures Not Verified. 

To the apparent surprise of the gas com- 
panies’ representatives, the report of the ac- 
countants who have been examining the 
books of the People’s company did not verify 
the figures which had been given by Mr. 


and production, 

The accountants’ report cut these figures 
down nearly 9 cents per thousand, the show- 
ing being made on the accounts of the com- 
pany. itself.. Mr. Meagher made a prompt 
defense of his own figures and challenged 
the report of the accountants, which seemed 
to convict the company of an attempt to de- 
ceive the aldermen. 

The latter, however, made allowances for a 
possible difference of opinion as to what 
items should be included in the cost of manu- 
facture and distribution and did aot insist on 
the accountants’ figures. 

Mayor Dunne is no more pleased with the 
apparent intention of the commiitee than the 
companies seem to be. He was not present 
at the meeting, but afterwards said he had 
been furnished some new material which 
should be given consideration, and that he 
would lay it before Chairman Young today. 
He insists on 75 cent gas. 


Meagher Defends His Figures. 
As soon as Mr. Meagher could catch his 
breath after the reading of the report, he 


to reply. 

“IT am surprised to hear such a report 
read,” he said, shaking it vigorously at Chair- 
man Young, “and yet, when it has been 
analyzed, I think I shall be able to demorm 


ments. The figures I gavé you were true. I 
said 53.53, giving it to you in round numbers 
and not running into the thousands. I had 
given these figures to two men several months 
before this committee was thought of, men 
prominent in Chicago's affairs. If these men 
are willing that their names shall be used I 
will make them. known if you wish it. Is it 
likely that I would have lied to these men at 
such a time? ’ 

‘* My figures were true, they were accurate, 
they were absolute, they were so yesterday, 
they are so today, they will be so tomorrow 
and forever. Is it likely ‘I would have mis- 
represented the facts to you and then have 
agreed to allow accountants to try to verify 
what I said? 

Scores Accountant’s Methods. 

“When this investigation started I in my 
innocence thought {t would be a matter of a 
couple of days. To my surprise, from three 
to nine men have been in our offices for a 
month going over our books. Now I ask 
you, did those accountants come to our of- 
fices to revise our bookkeeping methods or 
did they come there to verify our figures? 
They say they have eliminated such items a6 
they saw fit. Who gave them authority to do 
so? How do they know what shall be 
charged to certain accounts and what to 
others? No two gas companies keep their 
books in the same way. 

“T gave you the figures 53.53. The account- 
ants say our books show 53.5204. How did 
they get these figures? I never carried them 
to such @ecimals. They must have found 
them in our books. Does not that prove that 
my figures were right? But they eliminate 
certain items. Who gave them authority? 

“They say they were not allowed to carry 
the investigation as far as they wished. Mr. 
Marwick came to me from New York and 
asked permission to go further, and I told 
him that "we had allowed them to go as far 
as we could consistently, we being threat- 
ened with law suits. We could not open our 
full accounts, but we did show enough to 
prove our figures. 

“The report shows what our figures were’ 
and shows them as 1 gave them. There is 
no place on God's footstool where those ac- 
countants could have found 563.5204 except 
on our book#, I have nothing more to add 
to that.”’

WIDOW $ SHARE MAY BE $10,000,000, 


Complete text of Marshall Ficld’s 
will, most important ever offered for 
probate in Cook county, will be found 
in special supplement issued with te- 
day’s “Tribune.” 


The will of Marshall Field was filed in the 
office of the Probate court of Cook county 
at 5:80 o’clock yesterday afternoon, In bulk 
it ‘was a counterpart of the size of the estate 
it bequeathed, being the most extensive doc- 
ument of the sort that has fallen into the 
hands of the court. 

The will, consisting of 22,000 words, makes 
disposition of an estate that doubtless ex- 
ceeds $100,000,000, probably reaches $120,000, - 
000, and may go even to $150,000,000. 

No estimate was made of the value of the 
estate by the attorneys who carried the will 
to court. 


$25,298,000 Specifically Devised. 

The document specifically provides for the 
disposition of $25,298,000, not including the 
Field residence at 1905 Prairie avenue and 
» ite contents, the value of which is not esti- 
> mated,.and which is left tothe widow, Delia 
Spencer Caton Field during her life. When 
she dies the house and household appurte- 
nancés will fall to Marshall Field III. 

In the grand total of $25,298,000 is included 
$25,000, an estimate, for family servants 
who are provided for in a general section. 

Among the bequests that of chief public tn- 
terest is a gift of $8,000,000 for building and 
endowment of the Field Museum of Natural 
History. There is $4,000,000 for each purpose. 
A provision is included that land must be 
furnished within six years by the city for a 
site. 


Remainder to Two Grandsons. 

When the specific gifts and bequests in 
trust and direct, reaching above $25,000,000, 
are all made, some to revert at the death of 
beneficiaries, there remains a vast residuary 
estate, estimated at from $75,000,000 to $100,- 
000,000, which is Inherited by the two sons of 
the late Marshall Field Jr. These are Mar- 
shall Field Ill. and Henry Field. 

They receive the property, in an elaborate 
trust, In this proportion: Marshal] Field, 
three-fifths; Henry Field, two-fifths. The 
trustees of this great residuary fund are 
‘Chauncey Keep, Arthur B. Jones, and the 
Merchants’ ‘Loan and Trust company. The 
trust is not in any event to be dissolved until 
the elder of the two boys, now 12 years of 
age, is 50 years old. 

Mr. Field, however, provided that the boys 
shall have gradually growing incomes, and 
specified, moreover, that when they reach the 
age of discretion they shall become associat- 
ed with the trustees and executors, in order 
that their character may develop through 
work and responsibility. The will says this 
provision is made with a view to the true 
happiness of the boys themselves. 

The residuary estate under the trustee- 
ship mentioned will hold in its bulk the entire 
business of Marshall Field & Co., to be con- 
tinued uninterrupted and without change 
in the policy developed through a genera- 
tion by Mr. Feild. 


Daughter Gets $6,000,000. 

Of the family and individual bequests—not 
considering the two grandsons, who are chief 
heirs—the largest -is to Mr. Field's only 
daughter, Ethel Field Beatty, wife of an 
English captain. She is given in trust three 
bequests of one, two, and three‘million dol- 
lars, making a total of $6,000,000. 

One of these millions Mrs. Beatty Is priv- 
ileged to leave to her son by her first husband, 
Arthur Tree of Chicago. The other five mill- 
ions she also may leave to her present hus- 
band or any children she may have by him. 
Should these possibile heirs die without teswe 
the great fund reverts to the residuary estate, 
the million dollars epecifically to the heirs 
of Marshall Field Jr. 


Provisions for the Widow. 

Aside from the ante-nuptial gift made by 
Mr. Fiel@ to Mrs. Caton last August in 
Europe, commonly supposed to have been 
several millions and stated by some per- 


the widow is given $1,000,000 and a life 
interest in the‘residence property. Ht is 
understeod that the ante-marriage contract 
was made with a view to eliminating the 
widow's choice of dower rights. 

To his daughter-in-law, Mrs. Albertina 
Huek Field, Mr. Field left a life interest in 
$1,000,000. Besides the will guarantees that 
the estate of ber husband shall yield her 
$500,000 outright. The little granddaughter, 
Gwendolyn, herself receives a million dol- 
lars im trust and a specific share in $5,000,000 
which originally was willed to her father, 
now dead. : 

It is made clear, relating to Gwendolyn 
and the residuary estate, that should both of 
her brothers die without heirs she is not to 
receive the whole of the enormous fund, but 
only a quarter’ of it. The other three-quar- 
ters, in that possible event, would go to the 
heirs of Mr. Field's brothers and sisters.

The anding among 
Stanley Field’s friends was he would in- 
herit a share amounting to several mil- 
lions. He is the son of Mr. Field’s older 
brother, J. N. Field of Manchester, England, 
and was brought here several years ago to 
learn the business. It is understood Mr. 
Field grew to put much faith in him asa 
business aid after Marshall Field Jr.’s poor 
health debarred him from taking an active 
hand in the stores. 

It is said that Mr. Field had a full inten- 
tion of altering his will and enlarging the 
share of Stanley Field, and that this inten- 
fion was defeated only by the suddenness 
of his last illness, when the transaction of 
a business affair became impossible. 

Stanley Field was one of the first relatives 
to be summoned to Mr. Field's bedside in the 
Holland house. 


Mrs. Dibblee Receives $750,000. 

Under the will, however, the larg- 
est gift to any of the collateral heirs 
made to Mrs. Henry Dibblee, a sister of 
Mr. Field. In two different sections of the 
will Mrs. Dibblee receives a total of $750,000. 
Her daughters, Mrs. John ©. King and Mrs. 
A. A. Sprague II., receive $100,000 each. 
The two daughters of Mr. Field's dead broth- 
er, Mrs. Preston Gibson of Chicago and 


in Williamsburg, Mass., Mrs. Helen James, 
receives $500,000, two of her sons $250,000, 
each, one of her sons $50,000, and her daugh- 
ter, Grace James Gillette, $100,000. 

Other gifts are made to the members of the 
family of Mr. Field's brother, Joseph N. 
Field, who resides in Manchester, England. 
Aside from Stanley Field, Joseph Field's 
younger son and three daughters, all resi- 
dents of England, receive $10,000 each, 

Among other relatives to whom bequests 
are made in the will is Miss Nora Scott, a sis- 
ter of Mr. Field's first wife, who is given 
$200,000 for distribution among kinsfolk in 
such sums as Miss Scott’s discretion may dic- 
tate.

Mrs. Field who was the widow of Arthur 
Caton, and whom Mr. Field married in Lon- 
don last September, is provided for through 
an ante-nuptial settlement supposed to 
amount to several millions and a bequest of 
$1,000,000 in a codicil to the will, together with 
the residence at 1905 Prairie avenue and all 
its contents and appurtenances, including 
housefurnishings, pictures, statuary, and 
other works of art, horses, carriages, etc. 

This codicil, which confirms the making 
of the ante-maerriage settlement, but does 
not specify its terms, wae signed in London 
on Sept. 5, 1906, the da} of Mr. Fieid’s mar- 
riage to Mrs. Caton.

The first is a 
trust fund of $1,000,000, to be administered 
by the Merchants’ Loan and Trust company 
of Chicago. , 

The revenue of this fund is to be paid Mrs. 
Beatty in quarterly installments, and in the 
provisions governing it is the bequest to 
the son born to her and Lambert Tree Jr. in 
her first marriage. 

In the two other trust funds provision is

By the provisions of the 
will Chauncey Keep takes the place of Mar- 
shall Field Jr. This bequest is in real estate, 
including the premises leased to: Clement, 
John M., and Peter E. Studebaker in Wabash 
avenue, the Chicago Athletic association in 
Michigan avenue, and to Mandel Brothers in 
State street.

sum upon which the net rent reserved would 
be sufficient to pay an annual interest of 
4% per cent.” 

Mrs. Beatty is given the power to reject any 
of these leases and to select others of equal 
vaiue if she shall desire at any time within 
a year. Here again a division of the income 
is made and one-half is to be paid Mrs. Beatty 
until she is 40 years old, for her own 
absolutely, and after she has reached thet 
age the entire income is to be paid her. 

Further Bequests to Children. 

Of this fund, as of the $3,000,000 fund, Mrs. 
Beatty is given the power to bequeath to her 
ehiidren and to her husband any sum not 
exceeding $500,000. The provisions of the 
two funds make it possible for her to leave 
her husband not more than $1,000,000 and 
any children who may survive her not more 
than $1,000,000, being given in addition by 
the provisions of the first of the three funds 
the power to leave her first son an additiona! 
$1,000,000. | 

“ If the children of my daughter,” the wil} 
provides, “‘shall be in number such that

Confidence in Trustees. 


Will Directs That No Bond Be Given Except 
as Provided by Law for the Corporation. 


Seldom has so important a trust been given 
to a set of men as the duty imposed upon 
these trustees of conserving the properties. 
It was with implicit faith in their integrity 
and ability that Mr. Field selected.them and 
he specifically directs that they are to be 
required to give no sureties except those di- 
rected by law in the case of the corporation 
which is one o. the trustees. His directions 
on this point are: 

‘It is my will that no sureties be required 
of my executors or as trustees other than 
such as are by law provided in the case of said 
corporation, The Merchants’ Loan and Trust 
company., 

Estate and the Business. 
roviding for the continuance of the bugi- 
ness of Marshall Field & Co. the will says: 

“My executors and residuary trustees are 
directed to recognize and promote the per- 
formance of any contract that may exist at 
my decease, and may have been made by me, 
for the continuance in business of Marshall 
Field & Co., incorporated, of any part of my 
resources therein. They may allow any 
monkeys loaned by me to said corporation at 
the time of my decease, or remaining with 
said corporation, except accumulated or ac- 
crued profits, to remain therewith for such 
limited and reasonable time as may be nec- 
essary to avoid any embarrassment on the 
part of said corporation.” 


Final Order to Trustees. 

The closing two sections of the instrument 
contain specific and minute injunctions for 
the guidance of the trustees of the various 
funds, the incomes of which are to be paid 
to legatees. It is directed that no beneficiary 
be allowed to acquire any part of his legacy 
except through the regular payment, for 
whi he shall give a receipt; ‘‘nor shall 
any beneficiary have any right or power to 
draft, assign, or otherwise to anticipate or 
to mortgage or otherwise incumber in ad- 
vance any installments or installment or in- 
come, nor to give orders in advance upon the 
trustees or trustee for any installments or 
installment of income. 

‘In the case of each and every bequest, 
and of every instance in which I have direct- 
ed my trustees to pay over money to any 
person or persons whomsoever, if the person 
or persons to whom and for whose benefit 
I have made such bequest, shall have died or 
from any cause shall be incapable of taking, 
then the amount so bequeathed shall become 
a part of my residuary estate unless I have 
otherwise specifically directed.’’ 

For the guidance of the trustees of these 
funds in administering the legacies to the 
best advantage, Mr. Field gives explicit 
directions concerning the investment and 
reinvestment of the incomes, leaving the mat- 
ter in such shape that his business policies 
shall be followed in every case. He ex- 
presses himself as preferring the trustees 
to make long instead of short leases of prop- 
erty, “‘not exceeding, however, except in 
cases of ground leases for building purposes, 
twenty years.” The trustees are avthorized 
to sell or transfer any of the property of the 
fund for reinvestment and to use insurance 
‘money in restoring burned -buildings, but 
they are enjoined from borrowing money or 
mortgaging prcperty. 

‘Tribute to Two Associates. 
The section of the testament pays this 


high tribute to two of Mr. Field’s oldest and 
closest business associates:

Mrs. Laura F.. Dibblee is provided for by a 
trust found of $500,000 placed with the North- 
ern Trust company, the annual income from 
which shall be paid to her during her life. 
After the death of Mrs. Dibblee the will 
provides that the income be equally divided 
between her two daughters. 

A further clause in the will gives to Mrs. 
Dibblee an additional $250,000 which will be 
given to her without condition, making the 
amount to go to her $750,000 in all. 

In the event of the death of either of her 
daughters leaving children, who also survive 
Mrs. Dibblee, the share of the annual income 
from the trust fund which had been paid 
to the deceased will be equally divided 
among them. i 

Upon the youngest of the surviving children 
reaching the age of 21 years, the capital of 
the fund is to be equally divided among the 
children, without condition. In case of the 
death of all of the recipients of the income 
before the youngest has attained the age of 
21. years, it is provided that the income, or 
portion of the income, revert to the residuary 
estate and be paid to the residuary trustees. 

A similar fund of $500,000 is placed with 
the Northern Trust company in trust for 
Mr. Field's sister, Mrs. Helen F. James, 
the annual income, as in the case of Mrs. Dib- 
blee, to be paid to her during her life. Upon 
the death of Mrs. James provision is made 
for the distribution of the income among 
her children until the youngest among them 
attaing the age of 21 years, at which time 
the capital is to be divided among them 
without condition, In case of the death of 
the children before reaching legal agé, the 
income, or portion of the income, will revert 
to the residuary estate.

One of the most interesting sections of the 
will provides for the creation of a trust fund 
of $100,000 for the benefit of old employés of 
Marshall Field & Co. The fund is bequeathed 
to Robert M. Fair, John G. Shedd, and Harry 
G. Selfridge and their survivors and succes- 
sors to distribute among employés who have 
been with the Field institutions for twenty- 
five years or more prior to the death of Mr. 
Field. In regard to the method of distribu- 
tion the will directs: 

“I desire that such distribution shall be 
made among those most in need of aid, but 
having regard, nevertheless, to the length of 
service of the several distributees and their 
faithfulness and zeal therein for said cor- 
poration and said firms. I desire that no one 
shall participate in such distribution to whom 
anything is otherwise given in this will, and 
that no person may receive more than $5,000 
in such distribution. It is my wish to reward 
faithful and long continued service and to as- 
sist those who from Illness or other mis- 
fortune have been unable to succeed as well 
as they otherwise might have done. 

‘Within these conditions I leave the seleo- 
tion of the persons and the amount to be dis- 
tributed to each entirely to the discretion of 
my said trustees.” 


Provision for Burial Lot. 


For the “ preparation and adornment ” of 
the Field burial lot in Graceland the execu- 
tors are directed to expend $50,000 or what- 
ever part of that fund shall be deemed neces- 
sary. To the Graceland Cemetery company 
is given $25,000 to be invested in real es- 
tate mortgage bonds and the income devoted 
to the care of that lot and the lot inthe same 
cemetery in which Henry Field, a brother, is 
buried. The first sum of $50,000 ie to be ex- 
pended on the preparation of a fitting burial 
= unless it shall appear to them (the 
executors) that I have completed its prepa- 
ration and adornment in my lifetime.”’

Field's parents are buried and to preserve 
the memorials and monuments thereon. 


Endowment of Museum. 


Will Leaves $4,000,000 for Building and 
Equal Sum for Maintenance. | 


To the Field museum of natural history 
is bequeathed a total of $8,000,000. Of this 
gift $4,000,000 is set aside for a fund to pro- 
vide for a building and the remainder consti- 
tutes the endowment fund. 

The endowment fund is made up of the 
property at the southeast corner of State 
and Madison streets, occupied by Carson, 
Pirie, Scott & Co., which is valued at $3,200,- 
000, and the further sum of $800,600. The 
Siate street property, 180 feet frontage, is 
under @ ninety-nine year lease to Otte Young 
at an annual rental of $112,000, and this rent, 
as well as the reversion in fee in the land, 
is bequeathed to the museum.

ALL BUT 15 LOST 
ON THE VALENCIA 


Few Survivors Clinging to the 
Rigging Doomed to Die 
' When Ship Breaks. 


RESCUE 18 IMPOSSIBLE. 


Steamers Sent to Aid Unable to 
Get Near Hulk—All Hope of 
Aiding Is Given Up. 


Victoria, B. C., Jan. 24.—{Special.]—Re- 
ports late tonight indicate, almost beyond 
doubt, that the wreck of the Valencia on 
the west coast of Vancouver island has been 
accompanied by the loss of at least 140 lives. 

The wreck was located today on Point Klan- 
way, five mlies from Cape Beale. Sjeamers 
sent to its assistance found it impossible to 
approach near enough to render aid to a few 
sufvivors who were discovered clinging to 
the rigging of the wreck. 

A report from Cape Beale late tonight says 
the Valencia has gore to pieces and that all 
oe: agg board almost certainly have per- 

shed. | 


Rescue an Impossibility. 

After standing by the wrecked Valencia 
all day the steamer Queen retugned here to- 
night. Its captain reports that when, he left 
Point Klanway there were some twenty or 
thirty persons clinging to the rigging of the 
Valencia. The vessel, he said, is almost to- 
tally submerged, only the after part of the 
hurricane deck being above water. 

The heavy seas and swell make rescue from 
seaward impossible. .The sheer cliff under 
which the vessels is aground and fast break- 
ing up makes escape in that direction equally 
impossible. 

The doctor on the steamer Queen said on 
his arrival that those seen in the rigging had 
reached the limit of endurance and would not 
by any chance survive another night’s ex- 
posure. The Queen was met by an ambu- 
lance and a large squad of police in the ex- 
pectation that bodies would be brought on. 
the vessel, 


Lifeboat Crew to Go. 


Mayor Morley of Victoria has chartered 
the tug Lorne, which will leave as soon as 
possible for the Valencia, although it is 
feared it may arrive too late. The mayor 
has made arrangements with the command- 
ing officer of the naval station at Esquimalt 
to send a lifeboat’s crew from n. M. 8. Egeria 
on the Lorne to see if anything can be done. 

All day Vietoria hag been flooded with 
rumors. Barly today it was definitely estab- 
lished that fifteen men had succeeded in es- 
caping from the wreck in the Valencia’s small 
boats. Later in the morning it was reported 
that aid had reached the Valencia and scores 
were taken from the wreck. 


Last Hope Is Shattered. 

The report from the Queen tonight, how- 
ever, shattered every hope that had been 
raised throughout the day. 

Of the 150 persons who were aboard the 
Valencia when it drove on to the rocks early 
Monday morning only the fifteen men who es- 
caped in the ship's boats and reached Cape 
Beale lighthouse yesterday, are definitely 
known to be alive tonight. 

There is just the barest. possibility that a 
few others may have succeeded in reaching 
shore from the wreck and are now wander- 
ing along the bleak coast. This, however, 
is considered scarcely possible by those who 
have seen the wreck. 


Three Steamers Locate Wreck. 

It was nearly noon today before any.of the 
vessels sent to the rescue last night were 
able to approach the wreck of the Valencia. 
The salvage steamer Salvor, from Victoria. 
was the first to reach the scene of the wreck 
late last night. The Salvor was joined later 
at night by the steamer Queen. In the dark- 
ness and against the heavy seas which rolled 
in on the coast it was impossible to do any- 
thing but await the dawn. 

This morning the Salvyor and Queen were 
joined by the tug Czar and the first efforts 
were made to reach the Valencia. A heavy 
gale was blowing landward and a dangerous 
sea running. For hours the three vessels 
stood by, waiting for wind and sea to mod- 
erate. Through powerful glasses the wreck 
could just be discerned. 


Heavy Sea Defies Rescuers. 

Its position ig on the most dangerous spot 
of a coast that is known along its entire 
length as deadly. 

At the risk of foundering or being dashed on 
to the rocks the tug Czar succeeded in get- 
ting within a Httle more than a mile of the 
wreck. It was impossible to get nearer. 
From the decks of the Czar the wreck plainly 
was seen. The Valencia was lying close 
inshore under a steep, rocky bluff. It ap- 
peared to be almost submerged, according to 
the story of the Czar’s captain. Only a part 
of the house an@ the two masts were visible. 
In the rigging of the foremast was what the 
captain of the tug Czar took to be a signal, 
although he was unable to say whether it was 
a piece of sai) or a human being clinging to 
‘he rigging. 

No Life Seen on Hulk. 

The captain of the Czar was positive there 
was no sign of life on board the wreck. 

The steamer Salvor stood in for about two 
miles, but was unable to go any farther, asa 
heavy sea and a westerly gale was blowing, 
making it highly dangerous, if not impossi- 
ble, to make a closer approach. Capt. Troup 
hailed the Czar as the tug returned from the 
wreck. 

“ Did you notice any one standing in the 
rigging?’ shouted the captain. 

‘* No,” wags the reply from the tug’s skipper. 

* But there is something flying from the 
masts. I can’t just make out what it is.’’ 


Survivors Seen by Queen. 

After slight hesitation Capt. Troup asked 
whether it could possibly be one of the pas- 
sengers who as a last resort might be clinging 
desperately to the mast in the hope of being 
picked up. 

Those on the tug did not think such a thing 
could be possible, inclining tothe opinion 
that it was simply a piece of sail or something 
of that nature. 

Some time later, finding it Impossible to 
give aid, the Czar and Salvor left for Bam- 
field creek to report. The Queen remained 
by the wreck, and later, the sea moderating 
was able to approach nearer the wreck. 

From the decks of the Queen the Valencia 
was seen to be submerged forward to the 
quarter, tilted high above the rocks with its 
stern toward the bluffs. The after part of 
the deck had been swept'and the house works 
partially demolished. The smokestack and 
mainmast stood apparently, with the stump 
of the second mast. 


Groups Huddled on Deck. 

The decks were swept, but upon them were 
discerned dark groups of the shipwrecked 
people huddled together. According to the 
captain there were probably twenty or 
twenty-five people thus seen or clinging to 
the rigging, where they had obviously en- 
dured unspeakable torture during the night 
of the storm. 

No possible communication presented iteelf, 
and while the Queen stood by its lockouts 
at every point discerned no sign of boats or 
people in the water, or bedies or men ashore. 
The doctor accompanying the Queén says he 
would estimate the number of people seen 
huddling on the deck or clinging in the rig- 
ging at forty at the outside. 


Might Escape by Land. — 

The scene of the wreck is described as be- 
ing off a bluff which rises to a height of 
thirty or forty feet, coming down toa sloping 
shingle beach. which runs out to a gradual 
deep rocky ledge, on which the steamer lies, 
with the maim deck awash and stern abou: 
thirty yards from the clifl The rocky ledge 
is covered for some distance at low water, but 
at high tide the sea reaches the cliff. 

If those survivors left on the deck jumped 
into the sea at low water, unless the surf was 
rolling in too heavily, they would have some 
chance of escape, and a percentage of about 
one-fourth might reach shore safely, 

In a storm such as that of last night the 
waves rush high up the shingle and against 
the cliff. although they would not break 


be able to clamber up... Exposure 


over the cliff, and any one who reached it 
would 
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might cause many deaths even when the sur- 
vivors reached shore. 


Story Told by. Survivor. 

According to the stories told by the fifteen 
Survivors who are now at Cape Beale at leas 
fifty persons were drowned alongside the 
Valencia when the boats, lodded with wom- 
eh and children, smashed against the steam- 
et’s side soon after they were lowered from 
the vessel. When they left the men saw over 
100. persons were huddled on the saloon deck 
of the steamer, which was then partly sub- 
merged with the in rolling sea washing over 
the main deck. A southeast gale was blowing 
at a velocity of over forty miles an hour, and 
a high sea Was beating against the hull, send- 
ing spume high over it and huge seas pound- 
ed on thre deck, threatening to break up the 


wreck, 
Lost in Fog. 
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~The men‘say that after the firet d-+ a-- 


Valencia by dead recmoning. wcari.. .. 
entrance to the straits the weather wa 
thick and the officers thought they were in 
the vicinity of the Umatilla reef lightship, 
near Cape Filattery, which has a good fog 
signal on board. 

Having had no observatione’and unable tp 
make out theif position in the thick weather 
prevailing, soundings were taken, showing 
thirty fathoms, Immediately after the men 
with the lead lines reported thirty fathomis 
of water the steamer struck heavily against 
some reefs off shore with a shock which 
awoke all on board. : 

The steamer, the men say, was immediate- 
ly backed away. As it went Into deep water 
it began to fill. The engineers whistled to 
the bridge that water was pouring up over 
the engine room’e plates and they were un- 
able to stand by their engines, so fast did 
the water rise in the engine room. 


Engineers Driven on Deck. 

They and the firemen were driven onto the 
deck, but before they were driven out in 
answer to excited jingles from the bridge 
they gave what speed was possible, and Capt. 
Johnson turned the vessel again toward the 
beach, 

As the Valencia was foundering the only 
possible chance to save any of these on board 
was to put the vessel ashore again with the 
hope, scant though it was, of landing these 
on board on the rocky coast. 

Before it struck again on the rocks all below 
had been driven above by the inrush of water, 
and the seas soon began to roll over the main 
deck. Water was over :he deck when the 
boais were being lowered, the lights being 
extinguished by the flooding of the engine 
room before the work was commenced.

Suggests 85 Cent Rate.

He committed a gross breach of pariia- 
mentary decorum, and was promptly admon- 
ished of that fact by the speaker, but not 
until after he had got in an allusion which 
broke down all rules of order. 

Mr. Payne of New York had made an ex-

Senator Platt never has been 
popular in congress, and Bede's allusion to 
the two New York senators, therefore, was 
hugely relished by every one. 

Bede made anbther hit, and probably said 
something whi will live in the traditions 
of the house, when he declared that the 
pilgrim fathers never would have landed 
in New England at all if they had not been 
seasick. 

It was a great opportunity for one of the 
“kids’”’ of the house, and Bede certainly 
made the best of it. His speech was one 
which long will be remembered for its un- 
deniable wit.

OUTWIT SENATOR CULLOM 


President and Secretary Root 
Overcome His Objection to 
Seeger’s Removal. 


Washington, D. Cu Jan. 2%.—[ al.j— 
President Roosevelt and Secretary exe- 
cuted a new flank movement today om Sena- 
tor Cullom im order to prevent him from per- 
sisting in his protest against the removal of 
Eugene Seeger of Chicago af consul general 
at Rio de Janeiro. The senator had addressed 
a strong protest to the president and Mr. 
Root before he left Washington against See- 
ger’s removal, and there were indications 
that he might hold up the nomination of any 
person named as Seeger’ s successor. 

The way in which the administration got 
around to the senator’s rear was by nomi- 
nating George E. Anderson of Springfieid, 
consul at Amoy, to be consul general at Rio 
de Janeiro. Anderson recesrttly came to 
Washington from his post in China, and asked 
Cullom to use his influence in getting him 
transferred to a more temperate climate. The 
senator gave Anderson his recommendation 
and did not expect he would be given a high- 
er post than that which he then held. When 
Secretary Root was before the senate for- 
eign relations committee in regard to his bill 
for the reorganigation of the consular serv- 
ice he gavea hint as to his plans for Ander- 
son. 


Root Praises Anderson’s Work. 


“There ig one man about whom Senator 
Cullom spoke to me some time ago, who is a 
consul in China, and a most excellent man,” 
said the secretary. 
going to be able to stay at the place where he 
is. I think considerations for his health 
make it impossible.

Although Millard of Nebraska has been 
busy canvassing the democratic votes in be- 
half of Thompson, there is little doubt Gris- 
com's nomination will be confirmed.

Nourse 
sidetracked them by announcing that it was 
a red letter day in his administration, be- 
cause’ of the fact that he had begun the 
actual installment of new meters for which 
he has fought so long. 

He expects to put In nearly 5,000 of them 
during the year, and puts the blame for most 
of the troubles called to his attention upon 
the city council for its delay in enacting the 
necessary legislation in this matter. 

James Purtell, manager of the Art laun- 
dry, 4737 South Halsted street, displayed two 
water bills to the superintendent, remarking 
that the discrepancy there shown was beyond 
his understanding. One was for the water 
in use in his own place from June 23 to July 
24, 1904. The:amount was $27, as measured 
by the meter he had installed. The other 
bill was for the Gibbons Bros. laundry, 736 
West Thirty-eighth street, and called for 
$25 for a period of six months. 


Protests at High Rate. 


*“ The Gibbons laundry does $2,800 worth of 
business a month,’’ said Mr. Purtell., ‘“‘ We 
do $1,200. Why should we pay four times the 
amount for water that it does? ” 

Upon examination it was found that the 
Gibbons company has no meter, 

“This laundry is in the position of hun- 
dreds of others that have no meter,” said 
Supt. Nourse. “‘ We have notified this com- 
pany two or three times to put ina meter, but 
each time Ald. J. J. Bradley has asked for a 
little leniency. He argued that Gibbons was 
not doing much business at the address given 
and was hard pressed. 

“As a sign of good faith the alderman 
promised to make Gibbons’ water bill good. 
We did not push the matter, forit has been a 
subject of consideration by the council 
whether the city should put in the meters or 
whether the individuals should. We will get 
after Gibbons now.”’ 

“I never have used water that I have not 
paid for,” said Mr. Gibbons. “ This is a piece 
of apite work against me.” 


Find Two Secret Connections. 


Two pipes which were not connected with 
meters were discovered in the plant of Op- 
penheimer & Co., Forty-seventh street and 
Ashland avenue. The city officials at first 
believed they had run across a big steal 
of water, but later communication with Mr. 
Oppenheimer led them to make a compromise. 

The Oppenheimer plant was an engine house 
in the time of the Town of Lake. Up to Sept. 
20, 1904, the company paid under the frontage 
rate assessment $135 a year. It was not until 
after a test made at this time that the old 
pipes were found: These were picked up by 
the company and connected with the plumb- 
ing. it is on inis basis that the accusation 
was made. 

“Ido not accuse them of stealing water,”’ 
said Supt. Nourse. ‘‘I do not know whether 
they knew they were connecting with the 
meter. Mr. Oppenheimer has signed a con- 
tract-with me to pay the amount lost by the 
city since the meter was put in, based on a 
four months’ test. He said he did not *know 
of the connection with the meter pipes. Itis 
one of those things likely to result at any time 
from an annexed district.”

Two promising water scandals cropped up 


Despite the recent wave of crime which has 
swept the-city, Chicago is growing better. 
This optimistic outlook was taken by Mrs. 
Lydia Avery Coonley Wardin her talk before 
the Hull House Women’s club at its weekly 
meeting yesterday. In response to questions 
on the subject, she said that Chicago con- 
stantly is improving because of the cheerful- 
ness and generosity of its citizens and espe- 
cially of its women. 

Mrs. Ward, together with Mrs. Otto Matz, 
spoke on the “‘ Power of the Cheerful Mind.” 
Both women emphasized the importance of 
cultivating cheerfulness and attributed much 
of Chicago's progress to the optimistic spirit 
of its citizens. Mrs. Matz was the first 
speaker. 

“The cheerful persons overcome all ob- 
stacles,’”’ she said, ‘‘ and, in looking back- 
ward, I find that the bright and cheerful men 
and women of this city have accomplished the 
most for it.’’ 


City Better than Formerly. 


*‘In looking backward,” interposed one of 
the members of the club, “I wish you would 
tell us, Mrs. Matz, if Chicago is worse than 
it used to be?’ 

Mrs. Matz answered with an emphatic 
e¢é No.” 

** We have every reason to be cheerful over 
the welfare of our city,’”’ she, commented. 
** We are going to keep on improving. Won- 
derful and beautiful things have been done 
for Chicago in the last fifteen years, and it 
is far better than it was fifteen or twenty 
years ago. There were none of these settle- 
ments then, and people didn’t do for each 
other the things they now are doing. Even 
the discouraging revelations recently made 
in various lines of business are good symp- 
toms for the betterment of the world.”’ 


‘Mrs. Ward Urges Cheerfulness. 


Mrs. Ward expressed similar views and 
added that one should count his or her assets 
in things less perishing than money. 

** Cheerfulness is more to be desired than 
riches,’’ she said. ‘‘ We should cultivate 
the habit of saying pleasant things and smii- 
ing happily at ali times. It is within the 
power of every oneto be cheerful. We should 
teach our children to be cheerful. 

** Optimism is more important than money. 
Don’t overrate the virtues of money. Let us 
extol cheerfulness rather than wealth.” 

Mrs. Ward mentioned Benjamin Franklin 
as an example of the ‘cheery citizen, who 
worked for the upbuilding of the country 
rather than for personal gain. 


GLAD TO GET RID OF BIGELOW. 


President of Boston University Declares 
Canal Critic’s Resignation from 
Lecture Staff Is Welcome. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 24.—Dr. Huntington, 
president of Boston university, in comment 
upon the resignation of Poultney Bigelow, 
which has been sent to Dean Bigelow, now 
at Ann Arbor, Mich., said today: 
°. I had not been informed of the formal 
esignation, but I khew that it was coming. 
I received a letter from Dean Bigelow within 
the week, in which he implied that he was 
exasperated with Mr. Bigelow’s indiscre- 
+ tions and eccentricities, and that he would 
hint to him that he had better resign. 

“I heartily agree with the dean. Mr. 
Bigelow has done and said eccentric things, 
and has brought wrath upon the university 
long enough. He called himself a professor 
of the Boston university, avhen, as a matter 
of fact, he was not. He was herely a lec- 


turer. 

“His habit of making wild statements 
and then bringing the name of the university 
into the question is displeasing, to say the 
least. It is better for the university and all 
concerned that Mr. wigelow’s resignation be 


to be surprised. 

“ The figures lead logically to sucha rate,’’ 
said Mr. Potter. 

* Well, we're all getting to be gas ex- 
perts,”’ Sullivan replied. “I have told you 
that the cost of gas to us is 81.86, without 
dividends. Nothing said here leaves our 
company any dividends. We are not making 
any now and we can’t make any under this 
rate. I don’t care for your quarter cents 
and half cents. I don’t carea continental for 
your technical business. 


Demands a Square Deal. 

“This matter is coming’ to a point where 
some common sense has to be used. There 
are some fellows who do nothing from the 
time they get up until they go.to bed but run 
around the streets yelling at the top of their 
lungs to teach some other fellow how to run 
his business. We are getting down to brass 
tacks, and I mighf as well say that our 
company has to have liberal treatment. We 
want a square deal. We have got to have 
gy 

‘“* We are disposed to be fair,’’ said Ald. 
Raymer. ‘I think that 85 or 86 cents should 
be the price fixed for gas.”’ 

‘* The public has been brought to think that 
75 cent gas is a possibility,’’ said Ald, Baden- 
och, ‘“‘and the companies must make a few 
concessians to meet this public expectation. 
We do not believe that 75 cent gas can be had 
but we do think the companies should agree 
to 85 cents. In return I believe the city coun- 
cil should give the companies a five year 
agreement at this price.” 

There were several requests for postpone- 
ment until tomorrow, and after Ald. O’Coh- 
nell, Badenoch, Raymer, and Potter had 
showed their disposition to agree to 85 cents 
it was decided to settle it tomorrow morning. 
In the meanwhile the committee will be given 
copies of the summarized statements of the 
three gas experts who have testified at the 
hearing. These experts reported their opin- 
ions in writing to the committee. 


Other Recommendations Received. 

Prof. Edward Bemis of Cleveland recom- 
mended an 85 cent rate as reasonable now, 
with the probability that a 75 cent rate would 
be reasonable as soon as the reduction had 
increased the business of the companies. He 
placed the cost of manufacture and distri- 
bution at 71.16 for the People’s company. 

E. G. Cowdery of the Laclede Gas company 

of St. Louis recommended 95 cents as a fair 

rate,.although his figures of cost made it 
98.67, giving the cost of manufacture and 
distribution as 58.75, with a 10 cent Feserve 
and interest charge of 34.92. 

Alexander C. Humphreys of New York 
reached a recommendation of 95 cents, giv- 
ing 63 cents for cost of manufacture, distribu- 
tion, renewals, and accruing depreciation, 
with 32 for interests and dividends. 

The committee will take up the telephone 
investigation today, starting off with a 
preliminary statement from President Ar- 
thut D. Wheeler of the Chicago Telephone 
company.

8 o’clock tomorrow and then voted on with- 
out opportunity foramendment. The house 
adjourned at 5:30 o'clock, after agreeing to 
meet at 11 o’clock tomorrow.

PP York, Jan: 24.—[Special. ]—Investfga- 
on of the management of the Mutual Re- 
serve Life Insurance company is expected, 
following a stormy meeting of stockholders 
and policy holders today. Lawyers repre- 
senting policy holders not in sympathy with 
the present management have laid their 
grievances before Districe Attorney Jerome 
and expect to have a further conference with 
him tomorrow. 

The directors reélected Frederick A. Burn- 
ham, president of the company. All other 
Officers of the old management were rein- 
Stated. The election occurred shortly after 
the company’s annual meeting at which a 
group of twenty policy holders attempted to 
put through a directors’ ticket of their own 
and were overwhelmed with something like 
14,000 proxies which were voted by President 
Burnham himself. 

Three directors were to be elected to the 
board. The management had put up for re- 
election James W. Boden, Charles W. Camp, 
and W. T. V. Milliken. There was a whole 
lot of trouble because the board of qualifica- 
tion refused to admit some persons who 
called. Lawyer John J. Lordan of this city 
was one of the first to be turned down.

Other policy holders turned down on tech- 
nicalities raised a rumpus. Some of these 
who did get up to the fourth floor notified 
Vice President George D. Eldridge that they 
intended to put a ticket of their own in the 
field and asked for a postponement of the 
meeting until 3 o’clock. This was granted 
and about twenty policy holders got together 
and picked out three men in the group—aA. O.

President Burnham himself was present 
at the meeting. So far as is known, it was 
his first appearance at the Mutual Reserve 
offices in many weeks. He was confined to 
his house during the Armstrong inquiry with 
en affection of the ear. 

Vice President Eldridge took the chair and 
Policy Holder Granger arose and protested. 
He thought it the ordinary usage at a meet- 
ing like this for the election of a chairman 
to be made by ballot. Vice President El- 


dridge said that under the bylaws of the 4 


company the president should preside and in 
ease of the president's absence the vice presi- 
dent. Granger asked then that President 
Burnham take the chair. 


Policy Holder Loses Point. 


The policy holders said they wanted to put 
some questions to him direct. Granger made 
this in. the form of a motion, and it was lost 
by a vote of 84 to 20. ‘Several policy holders 
declared later that the 34 votes recorded 
against the motion were cast almost alto- 
gether by officers, directors, and employés 
of the company. 

Mr. Granger wanted to know whether 
President Burnham had resigned. Mr. El- 
dridge replied that he had not. The policy 
pegs inquired further whether he intend- 

to. 
‘“* Not that I know of,” eaid Mr. Eldridge. 

“Well, he has a good deal of cheek,”’ was 
Granger's reply. 

Several policy holders asked about the ex- 
penses and condition of the company finan- 
cially. Eldridge assured them that the com- 
pany was solvent, exhibiting, as one policy 
holder said, “a maze of figures. 

The sametwenty policy holders who voted 
for the motion to have Burnham preside cast 
their ballots for the policy holders’ ticket. 
President Burnham voted 14,044 proxies, and 
there were in addition thirty-four regular 
votes which some policy holders contended 
were cast by officers and employés. 

Vice President Eldridge declared after the 
meeting there was no juStice in the criticism 
that policy holders had not been notified in 
time to arrange their proxies. Notices were 
mailed, he said, thirty days ago.

Anarchists Show Bold Front. 

The anarchists held a meeting at Court- 
ney, a suburb, this afternoon. The meeting, 
evidently a prearranged one, was held about 8 
o'clock. The members of the organization 
gathered quietly until there were more than 
a half hundred in John Heckert’s saloon. 
The doors were shut and barred and Eckert 
was held a prisoner in order that he could 
not notify the officers. 

Vincenzio Valdi and Petro Giuseppo, lead- 
ers of the band, are said to have made fiery 
addresses in which they urged their country- 
men to carry out their prearranged plot of 
assassination and not to be intimidated by 
officers. They advised the Italians, it is re- 
ported, to use every means possible to over- 
throw the government. ‘“ Use bloodshed if 
necessary,’’ said Valdi, and Giuseppo reiter- 
ated his advice. 

The meeting lasted until about 5 o'clock, 
the Italians then dispersing. The officers did 
not learn of the meeting until ft was too late 
to apprehend any of the leaders. 


Leader of Band in Jail. 


The arrest last night of John Spada, re- 
puted chief of the “ reds” in the Monon- 
gahela valley, led to the discovery of many 
details of the organization. Spada’s house 
was filled with anarchistic literature and on 
the wall hung an allegorical picture of Bresci, 
the assassin of King Humbert of Italy. In 
addition were found raffle tickets and list 
of purchasers, the proceeds being used for 
the anarchistic propaganda. Chief of Po- 
lice Logan says every name on the list Is 
that of an anarchist or a member of the 
“Dlack hand.” 

This afternoon Chief Logan learned that 
Levi Constantine, allas Pietro Foraki, said 
to be secretary of the Monongahela valley 
band, was living in a house near the Rocky 
Hole mine, about two miles from Finley- 
ville. Shortly after dark Logan and a posse 
started for Finleyville with a warrant for 
Constantine, charging him with conspiracy, 
blackmail, extortion, murder, and other 
crimes. 

Before starting om the expedition Logan pre- 
pared a list of names of foreigners whom he 
believes to be implicated in the work of the 
“black hand,’’ and had knowledge of the 
threatening letter which was sent to Mrs. 
Victor Pezzoni, who owns a large retail es- 
tablishment im Monongahela. Mrs. Pezzoni, 
who is reputed to be wealthy, was ordered 
to deposit $1,000 near an abandoned coal 
mine near Monongahela. The letter unmis- 
takably was the work of an educated Itallan. 


Telk with “Red” Chief. 

John Spada spent the day in his cell, pro- 
testing his innocence of any connecéion with 
anarchists or the “ black hand ”’ fraternity. 
At first he pleaded ignorance of English, but 
soon began talking fluently. He has been 
in America ten years, and is a naturalized 
citizen. Before coming here he was em- 
ployed in French Guiana and in South Aus- 
tralia. 

When asked how he happened to have 
Bresci’s picture on the wall of his home, and 
how so much anarchistic literature was 
found there by the officers, he said: 

‘*T had a friend, Louis, who boarded with 
me, I never knew his other name. He had 
this stuff, and one day he was killed on the 
railroad. I opened his trunk and used the 
picture to cover.a bare place on the wall. 
I did not know that it was a crime to 
read those books.” 

One disclosure of the day was the discovery 
that Judge J. F. Taylor of the Washington 
County court had been threatened by the 
“black hand.’ During the campaign pre- 
ceding the November election, when Judge 
Taylor was a candidate for reélection, he re- 
ceived two letters warning him that the 
society was working against him and that 
he was in danger. 

It developed that the decree ordering his 
death never was issued, as influential Ital- 
ians persuaded the organization that an at- 
tempt on his life would only balk the more 
important conspiracy involving the assas- 
sination of more prominent men. 


Paterson Police Active. 


Paterson, N. J., Jan. 24.—The police of this 
city today conducted a search for accom- 
plices in the plot to assassinate Gov. Penny- 
packer of Pennsylvania, Gov. Pattison of 
Ohio, and other leading men, which was un- 
earthed near Monongahela, Pa., yesterday. 

Information has been sent here that letters 
which were found at Baird, Pa., yesterday, 
named among other intended victims both 
of these governors and bore the Paterson, 
N. J., post mark. Some of these letters were 
apparently sent from an organization known 
as Liberta Sociologia located at 495 Madi- 
son avenue, this city. 

The houge at this number on Madison ave- 
nue is thé only one in the block. The only 
occupants which the police found in it today 
were two Italian silk weavers and their 
families. Both these men told the police 
that they had no knowledge of a society 
called Liberta Sociologia or of the letters 
said to have been found~at Baird, Pa.

ALGEOCIRAS, Jan. 24.—The confidential 
exchanges now going on among the frepre- 
sentatives of the powers. in the Moroccan 
conference disclose the extreme difficulty of 
arranging an agreement that both France 
and Germany would accept. 

The.Germanf delegates put forward the at- 
tractive pringiple of disintereatedness and 
equal privileges for all countries. The 
French delegates, on the other hand, main- 
tain shat France cannot be disinterested. 
They affirm that, having followed an active 
policy in Morocéo for eight years, and having 
obtained numerous advantages, France 
should not now be asked to take the same 
position as all the rest of the world. 


Seeks Negative Result. 


France, therefore, may strive for a negative 
result so far as political questions go, accept- 
ing fully a commercial equality and joining 
in the effort to reach just economic conclu- 
sions, but resisting suggestiong for the inter- 
nationalization of any. of the public services 
of Morocco. . 

Germany will press for the internationaliza- 
tion of the police. It should be understond 
that this question of police does rot refer 
to the ordinary force for the maintenance of 
local order, but, In the larger sens¢é, to the 
semi-military body which is to exercise a 
powerful. genera] control.

IT WILL BENEFIT “THE MANY.” 

When the law making $500 the minimum 
saloon license was passed in 1883 the Chi- 
cago saloonkeepers had been paying $52 a 
year. They protested angrily against the 
law while it was under consideration. They 
asserted that their business could not stand 
a tax which they called outrageously unjust. 
They had the sympathy of the council and 
the mayor and all the assistance they could 
give. In the futile hope of escaping for a 
time, at least, the operation of the law, the 
council passed an ordinance raising the li- 
cense to $100. | 

The high license law went into effect. It 
did not ruin the saloon business, but it sup- 
plied the city with revenue without which 
it would have been bankrupted. Prior to 
18838 it was possible to meet municipal ex- 
penses with the receipts from general taxes. 
Since that year it has been impossible. 

The council is asked to increase the license 
to $1,000. Ald. Bennett's resolution to that 
effect was introduced Monday night and 
was followed by a protest from the saloon- 
keepers. They are no more willing to have 
the license doubled than they were in 1883 
to have itincreased tenfold. They denounce 
the proposition as “‘a tax on a few for the 
benefit of the many.” 


be benefited by the higher license. The sa- 
loonkeepers themselves will be beneficiaries, 
They seem to be in need of the better police 
protection which increased revenue from the 
liquor licenses will afford. Every few days 


.some saloonkeeper faces a pistol in the hands 


of a robber and has to part with his money, 
and sometimes his life. Therais no orderly, 
reputable male or female resident of Chi- 
cago who will not be benefited by a measure 
against which only the associated liquor 
dealers protest. 

In their case it is emphatically just to 
tax “the few ” for the good of “‘ the many ” 
—of the entire community. ‘‘ The few ” car- 
ry on a business which is profitable to them 
but injurious to “the many.” It is a busi- 
ness which puts the public to great expense. 
It is a business which has to be subjected 
to constant regulation and surveillance, and 
those engaged in it have no just cause for 
complaint when special taxes are imposed on 
them. 

A quarter of a uidtern ago the “ saloon 
influence ’’’ was powerful in Chicago. It 
had many representatives among the alder- 
men. The politicians were afraid of that 
influence and courted it. Conditions have 
changed. The shrewder politicians have ob- 
served it. No alderman who votes for the 
$1,000 license need fear the wrath of the 
saloonkeepers. They may oppose him, but 
their customers will stand by him. The 
public prefers more revenue and policemen 
and less saloons to more saloons and less 
policemen. It looks to the council for 
prompt action on the license question. 

It is from the higher license alone that the 
money can be had with which to increase 
the strength of the police force now. The 
corporation counsel is the father of a fan- 
tastic scheme which he says will produce 
revenue enough to add 5,000 men to the 
police department. It is to levy a special 
franchise tax on all public utility cerpora- 
tions using the streets and also a tax on 
every telegraph and telephone pole. The 
council cannot levy the taxes, for the legis- 
lature has not authorized it to doso. An at- 
tempt to levy them would result in litiga- 
tion, not revenue. 

It is equally unpractical to talk of increas- 
ing assessments as the means of providing 
money with which to pay the men who 
should be added to the police force now. A 
higher assessment this fall will give the 
city more revenue for 1907, but not for 1906. 
The larger revenue is needed this year, and 
the saloons alone can provide it. The cor- 
poration counsel and other promoters of un- 
available schemes are simply trying to dodge 
the higher license question. It cannot be 
dodged. 


CONTEMPT FOR ECONOMY. 
Economy is a virtue which congress 
The people 
appear to be content with that policy. They 


extravagance, no matter how reckless it 
may be. As long as this is their attitude 
there can be no hope of practical economy in 
the administration of public affairs. 

Day before yesterday the house of repre- 
sentatives voted down an amendment to 
abrogate the eight hour law as far as the 
work on the Panama canal is concerned. 
The capable engineers to whom the con- 
struction of the canal has been intrusted 
have reported officially to congress that ad- 
herence to the eight hour law will add about 
25 per cent to the cost of the canal. The 
canal will not be better built under that law. 
More time will be needed for construction, 
and the taxpayers will have to pay at least 
$30,000,000 more than is necessary. 

A decent regard for economy would dic- 
tate the abrogation of the eight hour law in 
the canal zone. The laborers who will be 
employed on the canal never heard of such 
a law. They are used to longer hours and 
do not complain of them. Probably the 
public will be as indifferent as the majority 
in the house of répresentatives to the waste 
of money in canal construction which the 
limitation of the hours of labor will involve. 
The throwing away of $30,000,000 more or 
less will provoke no remonstrances. Nocon- 
gressman will be called to account for his 
part in it. 

Labor leaders have announced that the 
eight hour law must apply to the canal work, 
po matter how much it may add to the cost. 
As congressmen know how little the people 
care for governmental economy they obey 
the labor leaders. They would not if the 
taxpayers resented extravagance. 


REFORMING FOOTBALL. 

From which direction should reform in 
football come, from within or from with- 
eut? The Chicago conference established 
principles which the athletic directors must 
follow in drewing up rules for the future 
under penalty of seeing the faculty commit- 
tees themselves making the rules. On the 
other hand, President Hadley says that he 
is “ content to leave that matter in the hands 
of Mr. Camp,” believing “that football 
rules should be framed as far as possible by 
football experts.” 

Football abuses have crept in by and with 
the advice and consent of football experts. 
The game has been radically changed dur- 
ing the last twenty years,’ but the objec- 
tionable features, whether due to injurious 
rules or to practices which are unofficial and 
merely winked at, have increased in pro- 
portion to the increased number of profes- 
sional coaches and other experts. The agi- 
tation for reform has come from the outside, 
not from the sen who make a living by foot-

the first step. No one would think ©f in- 
trusting the “gang” with the formulation

It may be that the assistance of experts will | 


be necessary to determine the precise 
changes which will secure the desired re- 
sult, but the decision as to the results de- 
sired should be with those who do desire a 
change, not with those-who don’t. 

The difference between the plan of the 
“big nine” and the Hadley plan may be 
snid to le in the definition of the words “ as 
far as possible” in President Hadley’s re- 
marks. The western faculty representa- 
tives are frankly skeptical of the possibility 
of reform unless under strong pressure from 
the outside, amounting to an ultimatum: 
“Bither change thus or stop playing.” 
This seems the more logical position in view 
of the history of the game and the nature 
of the protest. 

The abolition of practice games with high 
schools is a protective measute which will 
do as much as anything to preserve life 
and limb. Yet as the injuries are not likely 
to be on the side of the college teams there 
is no reason why this would have seemed to 
a coach necessary or desirable. In a like 
way the other cardinal features of the con- 
ference report show a breadth of view, tak- 
ing in the-whole community and the future 
as well as the present, which would not be 
looked for in the concerted suggestions of 
any number of trainers and coaches.

N view of the fact that George H. Hollan- 
by Druce, the claimant to the estates 
and to the dukedom of the duke of Port- 
land, has succeeded in forming a com- 
pany in England for the purpose of Pur- 

nishing the funds needed for the furtherance 
of his pretensions in the courts of law, it may 
be just ae well to point out that, while there 
was a certain coincidence between the lives 
of the fifth duke of Portland and T. C. 
Druce, the grandfather of the claimant, yet 
there is no actual evidence of a direct charac- 
ter to warrant the belief that these two men 
were one and the same person—a belief which 
iq the basis of the entire claim. All the 
direct testimony is adverse to the Druce 
case. To begin with, the late duke of Port- 


Janda was born in 1800, whereas T. C. Druce, 


who ig supposed to have beem one and the 
same person, must have been born a num- 
ber of years previously, since he is shown 
by marriage certificates and by other offi- 
cial documents dated 1816 to have married 
Miss Elizabeth Crickmer, to have been the 
owner of a prosperous drapery shop, andto 
have been a man of such importance in the 
community that he was elected church 
warden and as member ofall sorts of church 
committees in that year. 

It is ridiculous to imagine that these mani- 
festations of regard of his fellow citizens 
and fellow parishioners would have come 
to him if he had been but 16 years old at 
the time. 

a 

The late duke of Portland, at the age of 
19, received a, commission in the army, and 
in 1824 became member of parliament for 
King’s Lynn, that is to say, became a pub- 
lic character. 

In 1820 Thomas Druce failed in business, 
but reappears fifteen years later as the 
founder of the London Baker street bazaar. 
There he lived and prospered, and died tn 
1864. Now, there is every evidence to show 
that he succumbed in 1864 to internal ab- 
scesses, for which he had been operated 
upon not long before his demise by Bir 
William Ferguson and Dr. Edmund Shaw, 
the case remaining impressed upon their 
memory, owing to the fact that ome of the 
nurses who assisted in the operation got 
a poisoned hand therefrom and died. 

Yet the claimant, despite this evidence of 
the two doctors in question, persists in as- 
serting that his grandfather, Thomas Druce, 
did not: die in 1864, but survived until 1879 
in the role of the duke of Portland at Wel- 
beck andi in London, basing his pretension 
on the fact that the certificate of Thomas 
Druce’s death was not signed by any medi- 
cal man, as is required nowadays. But the 
law which necessitates the signature of a 
physiciam to a death certificate was notin 
existence at the time of Druce’s death, and 
did not come into aiehoes for several years 
afterwards. 

a 

The claimant has repeatedly applied for 
permission to open the tomb in which 
Thomas Druce is interred at the great Metro- 
politam cemetery of Kensal Green, alleging 
that the examination of the coffin would 
reveal that it contained no human remains, 
but merely a block of lead, thus going to 
show that Thomas Druce’s funenal had been 
a fictitious one, and that he had in reality 
survived as duke of Portland his officially 
recorded demise as Thomas Druce. 

This demand has been refused by the home 
department, which alone has the authority 
to permig a disinterment. For in England 
by the terms of the law a corpse ceases to 
belong to the members of its family from 
the moment that the last breath has van- 
ished, and while a family may own the 
tomb or the grave, yet it has no right to 
disinter the remains once they have been 
laid to rest, or to transfer them anywhere 
else without the permission of the secretary 
of state for the home department, who is 
chary about granting permits of this kind. 

Of course the opening of the coffin of old 
Druce of the Baker street bazaar, who died 
in 1864, would probably dispose once and 
for all time of the pretensions of the Druce 
claimant to the estates and peerages of the 
duke of Portland, and the latter would there- 
fore derive considerable advantage from such 
an examination. On the other hand, it must 
be remembered that there are few of the 
older peerages in existence without one or 
more claimants who might put forward 
similar demands for the disturbance of il- 
lustrious dead im order to establish their 
pretensions, the claimant to the barony and 
estates of Lord Lovat being a case in’ point. 

~~ 

It may be as well to point out that ever 
since the Druces have put forward their 
pretensions to the Portland dukedom and 
estates the unionists have been in office, and 
that the present duke of Portland has been 
as master of the horse one of the most in- 
fluential members of the recent administra- 
tion. There are some people who imagine 
that it was owing to this that 60 many ob- 
stacles were placed in the way of the Druces, 
and that the latter, now that the liberalsare 
in power, will encounter less obstruction. 
But Herbert Gladstone, the new secretary of 
state for the home department, is likely to 
prove just as much opposed as his unionist 
predecessors in office to the opening of the 
Druce tomb, for the reasons which I have 
mentioned above, and it is difficult to see 
how ever in the world the credulous people 
who have invested their money in the com- 
pany formed for the financing of George 
Hollanby Druce’s pretensions will realize 
their pecuniary expectations. 

It may be added that the Druce claimant 
virtually charges his alleged grandfather, 
the late duke of Portland, with fratricide, in 
order to establish his pretensions. The late 
duke of Portland, who certainly bore a 
striking*® resemblance to Thomés Druce in 
build, face, manner, physica] infirmities, and 
even in certain habits, was extremely eccen- 
tric, and .for a considerable portion of his 
life lived in such seclusion that few could 
boast of ever having set eyes upon him. 
The Druce’s insist that this retirement from 
public view on the part of the duke was due 
to his having killed his brother, Lord George 
Bentinck, through an angry blow, in the 
grounds of Welbeck abbey, in 1848, as the re- 
sult of a quarrel about a girl; that it was 
this which led the duke to posture under ths 
disguise of Thomas Druce, the Baker stree; 
shopkeeper, for a number of years, and that 
it was only after 1864, when the late duke 
had become firmly convinced that he would 
never be called to account for Lord George’s 
death, that he resumed his status as duke 
of Portland. 

oe 

Little else is spoken of at the court of Ber- 
lin just at present save the ruin which has 
overtaken the universally popular diplomat 
and statesman, baron von Kramm-Burgdortf. 
who for more than a quarter of a century 
has been the minister plenipotentiary of the 
duchy of Brunswick in the Prussian capitai, 
and Hkewilse the representative of Bruns- 
wick on the federal council of the German 
empire. The old baron, who in his leisure 
moments achieved considerable distinction 
as a most successful playwright, was in the 
habit of frequenting the house af baron von 
Kiénigswater, who, beside being one of the 
leading bankers of Berlin, was likewise the 
consul general of the king of Portugal fur 
Germany. The Baroness Kénigswater was 
formerly a celebrated actress, but retired 
from the stage about twenty years ago iv 
wed her present, husband. 

Some time back the baroness confided to 
the minister that she was in need of money, 
explaining her predicament by the fact that 
she was compelled to provide for the welfare 
of her mother and sister out of her own pin 
money, as her husband declined to do any- 
thing whatsoever for them. Baren Kramm 
saw no reason to attach any ulterior motives 
to this statement, as Baron Kénigswater wes 
reputed to be one of the richest bankers in 
Berlin, and the Kénigewater establishment 
was maintained on a grand scale, with every 
evidence of unlimited wealth. He therefcre 
readily consented to indorse the note for 
which the baroness asked his signature. It 
was for a relatively small sum, Bnd she her- 
self took it up whem it became due.

REPORT OF ISLE OF PINES TREATY 
AUTHORIZED BY ‘SENATE COMMITTEE, 


No Avisedineate Yet Made to Instrument Recognizing Cuba's Sovereignty, | 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 24.—[Special.]— 
The senate committee on foreign relations 
sought today to keep clean the escutcheon 
of the United States by authorizing Senator 
Foraker to report to the senate the treaty 
recognizing Cuba’s sovereignty over the Isle 
of Pines. No amendments were adopted by 
the committee, and the treaty goes before 
the senate exactly in the same shape as 
when transmitted by the president. 

The fact that no amendments were made 
by the committee to the treaty does not nec- 
essarily mean that no changes will be made 
by the senate during the long debate which 
is anticipated; but at least it is significant 
of two things—first, of the desire of the ma- 
jority of the committee to put the treaty 
before the senate as promptly as possible in 
order to secure action; and, secondly, to les- 
sen the force of far reaching amendments 
expected to be proposed upon the floor. 

From the point of view of the administra- 
tion it is good politics. At the same time it 
is recognized that in order to conciliate cer- 
tain senators who are sitting on the fence 
it will be necessary to make concessions. 
For instance, moralists in the upper house of 
congress do not like article I]., which de- 
clares relinquishment by the United States 
of claim of title to the Isle of Pines is in con- 
sideration of grants for coaling and naval 
stations heretofore made to this country. 

~~ 


Pines Station Not Desirable. 

It is asserted there is no reason for the 
United States to be hypocritical about its 
action in taking coaling stations in Cuba. 
In fact, as showing the necessity which 
forced this step, attention of THE TRIBUNE 
correspondent was called to the extensive 
preparations which are being made at Guan- 
tanamo, one of the sites ceded to this coun- 
try, which will make that place a veritable 
Gibraltar. Through possession of a station 
at that point, the United States not only 
will have marines always at hand to inter- 
vene im Cuba should conditions necessitate 
but+also will be in position to dominate the 
Caribbean sea and command the Caribbean 
sea outlet of the Panama canal. Advocates 
of the theory that the United States would 
find in the Isle of Pines an ideal location 
for a naval station fail to take into consid- 
eration the far more advantageous geograph- 
ical situation of Guantanamo. To suggest 
that the United States could place a sub- 
sidiary station on the Isle of Pines is to come 
in conflict with the first principle of war- 
fare that concentration is essential to suc- 
cess. 

That the navy department does not for 
a& moment approve scattering its forces is 
shown by the feeling which is developing 
among experts in favor of the return to 
Cuba of Bahia Honda, a point westward of 
Havana. The United States has not taken 
any action to create a naval station at Bahia 
Honda and it will not be done. What the 
navy department wants is to cede Bahia 
Honda back to Cuba in return for a few 
additional miles of territory at Guantanamo 
which will enable a more effective defense 
of the station at that point. 

> 
Light in Hydrographic Reports. 

So to suggest that the United States would 
find the isle of Pines valuable as a site fora 
naval station is regarded too ridiculous for 
serious consideration, especially as hydro- 
graphic reports show little water in the inlets 
of the island, colored statements to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. It is evident that in 
considering the advisability of returning 
Bahia Honda to Cuba, a place to which the 
claim of the United States is undisputed, 
naval experts are fairer than senators who 
are seeking to gain possession of territory 
which admittedly is not American and the 
sole object of the treaty before them being 
to recognize Cuba’s sovereignty thereover. 

The minority report prepared by Senator 
Morgan of Alabama accompanies the ma- 
jority report, and while the greatest secrecy 
is maintained regarding its contents it is 
known that it seeks to show that the Isle of 
Pines was never a part of Cuba either polit- 
ically or geographically. It is difficult to 
understand this reasoning when it is under- 
stood the same report admits it was subject

|UNIONS WILL INVESTIGATE 
PRISON LABOR CONDITIONS. 


Committee from Chicago Federation to 
Go to Joliet Today—Eighty Iron- 
workers Go on Strike. 


Conditions at the Joliet penitentiary under 
the new convict labor laws will! be investigat- 
ed by the Chicago Federation of Labor. Local 
labor representatives will leave this morning 
for Joliet and will spend the day inspecting 
the state penal institution. 

The committee from the federation consists 
of President John Fitzpatrick, William E. 
Rossell, M. J. Deutsch, E. R. Wright, and 
Frank Rose. Special attention will be paid 
to the operation of the present system as it 
affects union labor. While in Joliet the labor 
committee will be the guests of the state 
board of prison industry, which extended the 
invitation. 

A strike of eighty ironworkers on the new 
addition to the Marquette building was de- 
clared by union leaders to foreshadow ex- 
tensive trouble in the building line this 
spring. The ironworkers and their employ- 
ers will hold a conferénc® this afternoon. 
The Chicago ironworkers propese to demand 
an increase in pay from $4.50 to $5 a day. 

Archbishop Quigley will be appealed to 
today to settle the strike of Polish printers 
against a number of Polish newspapers. 

Friends of President Cornelius P. Shea 
were reélected to office in the teamsters’ joint 
“council practically without opposition. W. 
.J. Gibbons was reélected president.

EPISCOPAL “MISSION” OPENS; 
PLAN FIVE SERVICES A DAY. 


Series of Meetings to Last Weeks Are 
in Charge of the Rev. J. 0. 8. Hunt- 
ington and the Rev. H. Parrish. 


The opening service of a two weeks’ Epis- 
copal ‘‘ mission,’”” a series of special re- 
ligious meetings, was held iast night at fhe 
Church of the Ascension, La Salle avenue 
and Elm street. Each day, until Feb. 7, 
five services will be held at various hours 
of the day. During the week, beginning next 
Monday, an additional service for women will 
take place in the afternoon.

BEEP TESTIMONY © 
RESUMED TODAY. 


Attorneys, in Long Conference, 
Fail to Agree on a State- 
ment of Facts. 


TRIAL SUDDENLY HALTED 


Discussion Shows There Is Little 
Prospect of Taking Case 
from Jury. 


The hearing of testimony in the trial of 
the packers’ immunity pleas—brought to an 
unexpected stop the moment it was begun 
yesterday—probably will be resumed today. 
The attorneys failed to agree on a state- 
ment of facts which might take the case 
from the juny and leave it in the. hands of 
Judge. J Otis Humphrey. There is a faint 
chance of such an agreement being reached 
‘when the attorneys again meet at 9 o’clock 
this morning. 

District Attorney C..B. Morrison was clos- 
eted with the counsel for the packers for 
almost four hours during: the afternoon. 
At 7 o'clock in the evening the conference 
closed without any announcement of the 
contested points. Neither Mr. Morrison nor 
the counsel for the defense had shown 4 
willingness to retreat from the ground which 
had been taken earlier, and doth sides hinted 
at a doubt that anything of importance will 
come from today’s conference. 


Miller Suggests Agreement. 


At the opening of the morning session Mr. 
Morrison ard Attorney John 8. Miller met 
in Judge Humphrey’s chamber. Referring 
to Mr. Morrison's widening of the argument, 
to which so many objections had been raised, 
Attorney Miller suggested in a half serious 
way that the @istrict attorney should confine 
himself to the facts of the case, which might 
be agreed upon in a conference of counsel. 
Mr. Morrison was hurried, and answered that 
he would take the matter up later. 

When he. had completed his opening state- 
ments, and the defanse, preparing to presen* 
its case, had called Louis C. Kreuthoff, 
former chief attorney for Armour & Co,, to 
the stand, he leaned over and spoke to Mr. 
Miller, suggesting that he propose to the 
court the plan which he had named in the 
morning. The attorney for the packers 
‘agreed, and Mr. Morrison advanced to the 
bench and laid what he thought was his op- 
ponent’s idea before Judge Humphrey. 

He said a possible saving of time might be 
achieved by a conference of counsel to agres 
upon a statement of facts, so that the defense 
need not call its witnesses. The suggestior 
came as a surprise to the court and to other 
attorneys connected with the case. But it 
was declared a good plan, and court ad- 
journed until this morning. 


Attorneys Go Into Conference. 


’ Mr. Morrison, Attorneys Miller, Rosenthal, 
Hynes, Borders, Cowin, Brown, and Davis, 
and Commissioner Garfield retired to the 
district attorney's office and began a discus- 
sion of the situation. Each side thought the 
other was retreating. The packers’ attor- 
neys believed that the district attorney did 
not wish Commissioner Garfield and Attor- 
ney General Mood® placed upon the stand, 
and he in turn thought they had recognized 
the weakness of their defense. 

When all doubts as to the cause of the con- 
fusion were removed it was seen that such 
a conference still might be of benefit if it 
bore results. However, several attorneys 
declared their belief that there was no com- 
moh ground, but they did not refuse to con- 
sider it. 

An outline statement of the visit of Com- 
missioner Garfield to Chicago, his call upon 
the packers, and his method of investigation 
was drawn up in the rough and was taken as 
the framework upon which the statement of 
facts might be prepared. This was but three 
pages long and contained only the main cir- 
cumstances of the evidence. Upon it each 
side was to graft its words and phrases of 
the minor details of importance until the 
whole should represent a statement gatis- 
factory to both parties. 


Difficulties Appear Too Great. 


The impossibility of this achievement was 
recognized almost at once. The packers’ con- 
tention that they were immune from prose- 
cution because ofan alleged collusion between 
the federal departments of commerce and 
labor and of justice, because Commissioner 
Garfield had subpcenaed witnesses and had 
promised freedom from prosecution natural- 
ly was the center of the discussion in the 
conference. Attorney Miller and his associ- 
ates were determined that all circumstances 
showing the manner in which they assert 
Commissioner Garfield and the district attor- 
ney secured evidence be brought into the 
case. 

Mr. Morrison, in his closing renm:arks to the 
jury, had confined his attention almost en- 
tirely to this ground, and was not disposed 
to allow the admission of statements that 
might afford immunity from prosecution. The 
argument was general and pr »miscuous, sev- 
eral of the attorneys drafting clauses to ap- 
pear in the statement, until the dinner hour 
was reached. 

When the conference adjourned little confi- 
dence was expressed that an agrecment can 
be reached in the hour before the opening of 
court. Mr. Morrison said he thought Mr. 
Krauthoff will be called to the witness chair 
for examination atthathour. Theattorneys 
for the packers also expressed a belief that 
the trial will proceed in the regular order. 


Morrison Continues Argument. 


During the morning session of court and 
for an hour in the afternoon, Mr. Morrison 
emphasized his assertion that in no way are 
the packers exempt from prosecution because 
of the information given to Commissioner 
Garfield. 

“The reason a witness must claim exemp- 
tion under oath, and may claim it at no other 
time,” he said, ‘‘ is that he may be prosecuted 
for perjury if he makes a false assertion and 
imposes on the court. To obtain immunity, 
the witness must pursue the regular, beaten 
pathway of the law and bring himself square- 
ly within {ts provision, else he waives it. 

“Tf a commissioner coming out here and 
simply talking with a man about his busi- 
ness without putting him under oath gives 
a man immunity, then the bureau of corpora- 
tions is a delusion. The commissioner has a 
right to talk with these gentlemen and find 


out whether they are willing to give testi- 


mony without exercising the compulsory 
power vestedin him. . 

‘* When the time comes that it is necessary 
to use that power, he may do it, but the fact 
that the bureku is investigating all kinds 
of corporaions does not mean that they are all 
immune. Only.those men who have declined 
to furnish evidence without being sub- 
peenaed and placed under oath, and then de- 
mand immunity from testifying it, shall re- 


: ceive it. 


‘* And when a commissioner is investigating 
a corporation he doesn’t subpoena the Ar- 
mours, the Swifts, and the Morrises; but he 
does subpoena thé bookkeeper and cashier. 
He could have given them immunity without 
it extending to their employers.”’ 


Judge Asks Many Questions. 

Judge Humphrey several times questioned 
the prosecutor as to his conception of the 
purpose and result of the immunity statutes, 
and the consideration of the question lasted 
until afternoon, Mr. Krauthoff is to be the 
first witness for the defense, and it is thought 
that Commissioner Garfield will be called 
soon after he has completed his testimony. 


OBITUARY. 


LOUIS HILLMAN, father of Edward Hill- 
man, who is secretary of the State street store 
which bears his name, died yesterday in New 
York City at the age of 83. He is survived by 
a daughter, Mrs. I. Zwilling, with whom he 
made his home, and by three sons, Maurice, 
Edward, and Ben Hillman. The interment, 
it is said, will be in this city. Funeral serv- 
ices are to be announced later.

Old Fashioned Neighborhood “Lyceum” 
to Discuss Needed Improvements 
Held in Mark White Square. 


The old fashioned neighborhood “ lyceum ” 
for the discussién of .the civic needs of a 
community was revived in Chicago last night 
by the citizene of the Fourth ward. 

Five hundred persons, including many 
women and children, met in the fleldhouse of 
the Mark White square, Halsted and Twenty- 
ninth streets, and held an informal “ villazgs 
council ’’ to consider proposed improvements 
for that section of the city. 

The meeting was the first one of the kind at- 
tempted In Chicago in years, and it proved 
sa success. The primitive New Engilana 
spirit of communal interest took possession 
of every one present, and much enthusiasm 
for the betterment of conditions in the wuri 
was aroused. 

The subject under discussion was ‘‘ What 
This Neighborhood Needs Most.’’ Several 
‘needs ’’ such as better streets, more ligh<s 
for the children’s park, less odor from ‘he 
etockyards, and a higher morai tone in sOme 
parts of the ward were favored by the audi- 
ence. 

E. C. Wentworth of the Cook County Neigh- 
borhood league, was the principal speaker, 
and Ald. John A. Richert also spoke. A pro- 
gram of music and recitations concluded the 
meeting. 


FIGHTS CHARGE OF CONTEMPT. 


Attorney Car] R. Latham Declares He 
Did Not Violate Order—Judge 
Landis Hears Argument. 


Argument was heard by Judge K. M. Landis 
yesterday afternoon on the motion fora writ 
of attachment of Attorney Carl R. Latham 
for contempt of an order of court. The mat- 
ter arose in the settlement of bankruptcy 
proceedings against the Johnson, Knox Lum- 
ber company, it being charged Attorney 
Latham had disposed of a contract, after he 
had been ordered to produce it.

RAILWAY > PUBLICITY BUREAU 


Michaellis and Ellsworth Press De- 
partment Issues Four Pamphiets 
Without Explanation—Written in 
Simple Language—May Be Intended 
for Instruction of Senate Committee 
on Interstate Commerce—Railroad 
Officials Surprised by the Action. 


Greatly to the surprise of railroad officials, 
the Michaellis and Ellsworth railway pub- 
licity bureau has shown signs of returning 
animation. It now appears that the last three 
months have been a time of deep thinking 
and not of suspended animation. The result 
of these three months of thought has just 
appeared in the form of four pamphlets, enti- 
tled, “ The A B C of Political Rate Making, 
Primers 1, 2, 3, and 4.” 

It seems that the “ editors’ of the bureau 
have come to tle conclusion that the elabor- 
ate treatises which they turned out and 
floodéd the country with in the early days 
of their employment on behalf of the rail- 
roads were beyond the understanding of the 
American: people, therefore the primers. 
Possibly the bureau has information that 
‘rate legislation will be held up in the senate 
for,many years, so they. have started in to 
educate Young America. 

Or perhaps the primers were written for 
the instruction of the senate committee on 
intefstate commerce, which has -spent’ the 
mei year studying the subject, and Is sti!" 

g for further information. The primers 
werd cet put’ without explanation; and the 
readers have speculated as to the reason.

Chicago Charges Michigan 
with Bad Faith Since Re- 
cent Conference. 


PATTENGILL IS TARGET. 


= 


Dean Small Asserts Wolverine 
Proposed Measure Against 
Paid Coaches. 


Open war is threatened between the uni- 
versities of Chicago and Michigan, follow- 
ing the discussion of the ousting of the pro- 
fessional football coach. Declarations by 
Michigan of bad faith and trickery on the 
part of Chicago to pass the measure at the 
recent football conferer@e aroused the ire 
of the Midway faculty and athletes yester- 
day. As a result, athletic relations are in 
danger and football may be abandoned by 

Chicago as a consequence. 
~ “Dean Albion W. Small of the University of 
Chicago, who was the representative of the 
Midway school at the closing sessions of the 
conference here, jumped into the center of 
the skirmishing yesterday and directly con- 
tradicted Prof. A. H. Pattengill, Michigan's 
representative at the meeting. ‘Lhe latter 
has been quoted as saying he did not pro- 
pose the recommendation to abolish profes- 
sional coaches. Dean Small declares Prof. 
’ Pattengill did propose the measure. 


Michigan a Leader. 


Michigan's attitude in the conference was 
“that of a leader rather than of an unwilling 
participator, according to Dean Small. The 
change of heart wiich Prof. Pattengill is 
alleged to have undergone was received with 
ho small degree of contempt by the Midway 
representative, other faculty members, and 
the student body, while the insinuations of 
wnfair dealing and trickery on the part of 
Chicago stirred up a horret’s nest. 
Football, so far as Chicago is concerned, 
hahgs in the balance of the present agitation 
Lhetween the two schools, according to Dean 
‘Small. Uniess Michigan acts squarely in 
the discussion of the problem Chicago will 
not tolerate relations with the Wolverines 
en the football ficid. Dean Smalls state- 
mment follows: 
. “Tf this question cannot be treated as it 
sphould be by gentlemen, my prediction is 
that Chicago will be obliged to withdraw 
* from football entirely. The conference was 
called after an informal expression of opin- 
ions from members of the faculty of. the 
University of Wisconsin and the University 
of Chicago to President Angell of Michigan, 
who called the conference. . 


Idea Not Chicago’s. 

“The proposition regarding doing away 
with professional coaches was not Chicago’s. 
Jt was introduced by Prof. Pattengill of 
Michigan. Michigan's attitude in the con- 
ference was that of a leader and not an 
unwilling participator. Chicago had no idea 
of dictating to any one concerning its ac- 
tion in the matter.”’ 

Further indications of a probable breach 
Detween the universities are shown in the 
reply made by Dean James P. Hall of the 
University of Chicago law school to the 
statement made Tuesday by Regent Harry 
. & Dean to the effect that Chicago had been 
guilty of unfair methods in attempting to 
induce law students from Michigan to com- 
plete their course at Chicago. Dean Hall, 
who was indignant at the allegation, made 
‘the following statement: 

“ No letters in any form have been sent to 
any Michigan student to persuade him to 
leave there; nor, as Mr. Dean is reported to 
have said, has any statement to this effect 
_ @ver been made to our law school by any 
Michigan. official. The annual announce- 
ments of the law school have been sent to all 
the colleges of the west, but have never con- 


«~ tadmed any reference to Prof. Mechem’s 


- former connection with Michigan, nor has 
his name been mentioned in them except in 
ita regular place in the list of our faculty.” 


Await Result Eagerly. 


Regent Dean stated that he had in his 
a such a letter, and would ypne- 

it. 

All the Midway awaits eagerly the reply 
which Prof. Pattengill is expected to make 
to the statement of DeanSmall. The Michi- 
gan professor stated, a few minutes after 
the football conference ended last Saturday, 
that Michigan proposed the measure favor- 
ing the ousting of professional coaches. 
_ After returning to Ann Arbor he is quoted 
as saying it was not Michigan's proposal, 
but as refusing to state which university 
urged fits adoption. Dean Small is backed 
up by acting President Harry Pratt Judson 
of the University of Chicago in the declara- 
tion that Prof. Pattengill proposed the meas- 
’ ure. 

Academic relations, as well as athletic 
relations, between Michigan and Chicago 
have been in a delicate state since last 
Thanksgiving day, when Prof. Pattengill, 
im a signed statement, accused Coach A. A. 
. Stagg of unfair methods and poor sports- 
manship in the controversy over -he eligibil- 
ity of Schulte, the Wolverine guard. Pro- 
fessors and alumni of Chicago prepared a 
statement in reply to Prof. Pattengill, but it 
was not published, on the request of Stagg 
and the late President Harper. 


May Disrupt “Big Nine.” 
Should Chicago and Michigan break, the 
conference association, which includes Mich- 
igan, Chicago, Wisconsin, Illinois, Iowa, 
Purdue, Indiana, and Minnesota, may be 
broken up. This would cause the abandon- 
ment of the annual conference track meet in

President Johnson Gives Out- 
line of American League 
Pennant Race. 


SCHEDULE NOW READY. 


Dates Arranged for Adoption 
Show 18 Conflicts Between 
the Local Majors. 


The American league’s baseball season in 
Chicago will open on April 20 this year with 
the Detroit Tigers as opponents of the White 
Sox, according to the announcement of Presi- 
dent Johnson, who returned to his offices yes- 
terday after a conference in New York with 
President Pulliam of the National lhague 
over the season's schedules. This will be six 
days later than last spring, when the Sox 
played St. Louis here in a snow storm. 

The Sox will open the pennant race three 
days earlier than that, in Detroit on April 17, 
and Cleveland will open on that date in St. 
Louls. The eastern section of the league will 
start playing on April 12, because of their 
inability to play on Sundays. Boston will 
open the season in New York, and Phila- 
delphia in Washington. 

The holiday dates for the White Sox will 
take them to Detroit for Decoration day, 
will bring ie. Louls to the south side grounds 
for July 4, and send the Sox to Cleveland for 
Labor day, neither May 80 nor Sept. 8 being 
good baseball) dates in this city. There are 
thirteen conflicting dates in Chicago, nine of 
them on Sundmys, the Sox having seventeen 
Sunday dates at home. 


Schedule Ready for Adoption. 


President Johnson announced his schedule 
was complete and ready for adoption, but 
that the National's, by a new rule this year, 
must be submitted by President Pulliam to 
the club owners for possible revision before 
{ts adoption. “I do not see what the Na- 
tional league expects to gain by that process,” 
said Ban, ‘for if they start revising Mr. 
Pulliam’s dates they may produce a mess 
of conflicting dates, in which case I shall, of 
course, reserve the right to revise our sched- 
ule. It was my understanding originally 
that when the playing schedules have been 
finally agreed upon by Mr. Pulliam and my- 
self they were to be adopted without change, 
Both leagues will hold their schedule meet- 
ings in New York on Feb. 14.” 

The troubles of the Boston club have been 
patched up successfully by the virtual with- 
drawal of President John I. Taylor from ac- 
tive control of the club. President Johnson 
announced it more diplomatically than that 
by saying Mr. Taylor had planned an extend- 
ed tour of Europe in search of better health 
and would sail this month to be gone for six 
months, and, perhaps, a year.

Manager Collins has signed all the Boston 
ex-champions with the exception of Dineen 
and Unglaub, and anticipates no difficulty 
with either of them under the new order of 
affairs.

Marriott led in the final heat until the 
last half mile, when a hole was burned in 
the burner of his boiler. He coasted the 
remaining distance and was passed by Lancia 
and Filetcher, who finished in that order, 
Lancia’s time was 3:01%. 

The five mile heavyweight championship 
for gasoline cars was run in one heat, with 
four starters, and was an easy victory for 
Clifford Harp, who covered the distance in 
2:56. 

Five big racing cars were disabled. Lancia 
will have his car in shape by tomorrow, but 
Fletcher's car needs a new crank case and 
motor. Marriott's steamer already has been 
fitted with a new burner and is in shape 
to continue the week’s racing. The Ford 
racer was out for practice today, but ran 
poorly. Louls Chevrolet started for the 
scene of the racing, but his car broke downa 
mile from here.
